Lester Caveny, business agent 
of the FCWU, said the strike 
against price increases was au- 
thorized at a meeting of the un-| 
ion’s executive board, and mem- | 
bers of this and other unions are) 
being urged to refrain from paying | 
exhorbitant prices for all items. 

Union members may be asked to 
refrain from all buying for one 
whole day in an effort to show 
retailers that they are serious in 
their protest. 

Executive board members of the 
FCWU praised merchants who 
have announced a “hold the line” 
policy on prices, but hit sharply at 
unreasonable increase in prices of 
commodities in some instances, 

The “buyers strike” is aimed 
ONLY at those merchants who 
have raised prices unreasonably, 
Caveny said, adding that the strike 
may affect to some slight extent a 
few merchants who have tried to 
hold prices down. 

Unions reported backing the 
“puyers strike” include the Build- 
ing Trades Council, the Carpenters 
Union and other organizations.

|Oak Ridge Organizing Mergers During 


War Increasing 
Trust Controls 


Washington, D. C. 

Mergers in which manufacturing 
and mining concerns acquired or 
merged with other firms show the 
trend toward high concentration in 
many fields. 

Figures compiled by the Smaller 
|War Plants Corp. in its report 
“Eeonomic Concentration and 
World War II,” show that a total 
of 193 mergers took place in the 
‘food and kindred products field 
during the period 1940-45. 
| Tobacco manufacturing, very 
highly concentrated, showed only 
3 mergers in the war period, but 
textile mill products and other fiber 
manufacturers figured in a total of 
56 mergers. : 

There were only 8 mergers in

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LEARNING FROM ‘DOWN UNDER’ 

While we in this country blunder along with our 
grave economic readjustments it is well to look to. little 
New Zealand whose labor movement is doing big things 
for its people. 

The war interrupted New Zealand’s development of 
democratic socialism, but in 1945 it got going again. 
The 40-hour week applies to all citizens. Beginning 
July 1, the five-day working week and the five-day 
shopping week went into effect throughout the country. 
Under the new legislation, when private industry cannot 
provide jobs at fixed wage rates, the government will 
pay minimum wage rates in the form of “sustenance } 
wages.” This provision was adopted to help offset any 
returning depression. In order to be in a better position 
to do this with more stringent financial control, the gov- 
ernment has taken over the largest private bank, the 
Bank of New Zealand. (That would be comparable to 
California taking over the Bank’ of America). 

The people of New Zealand must like what their 
labor government has done and is doing, for that gov- 
ernment has been in power continuously for ten years. 

If the Democratic and Republican parties don't 
wake up and face American problems realistically, a 
labor party may be forced into the political picture to 
take a leaf out of New Zealand’s book... 


WILL OF THE PEOPLE’—PARALZED 
Some people may have thought that we were unfair 

when in this column several times we declared that Con-j 
gress does not represent the people who elect it. The} 
evidence, however, is overwhelming. Latest is the action 
of the House Ways and Means Committee which 
recommends that the present social security arrange- 
ments be “frozen” for another five years. The Congress 
will probably follow the recommendations of the com- 
mittee. Poll after poll has shown that the people want 
social security extended to the millions not now covered 
and liberalized to provide greater protection, -includ- 
ing health coverage. Congress pays no attention. An- 
other is price control. Poll after*poll has shown that 
the people are overwhelmingly for price control with 
teeth in it. But the Congress passed a price control law 
which was so bad that the President felt forced to.veto 
it — even at the serious risk of being without any con- 
trols in the interim. 

_ Theoretically we operate under a republican form 
of representative government, with elected representa“ 
tives carrying out the will of the people. dctually the 
will of the people is flouted a considerable part of the 
time, and before we start selling this kind of “democ- 
racy” to countries abroad we had better do a little, clean- 
ing up at home!

The Waener act specifies in de-|-

The 
teamsters will abide by the law, he 
said, but the next step will prob- 
ably be.a test case on its constitu- 
tionality. Strategy for this will be 
worked out in the near future with

FIRST BIG 
AIR STRIKE

The first transcontinental airline 
strike ended recently when mem- 
bers of Intl.

The 
board was appointed under the 
railway labor. act, which provides 
that there is no change in labor- 
management relations during the 
30 days in which the board carries 
out its investigation.

At first’ glance, the tests on a 
fleet of battleships did not seem to 
cause damage much greater than 
that of any horrifying warfare. 
But, as the scientists and experts 
observe more closely and report 
back to us, we have reaffirmed the 
knowledge too terrible to face— 
that the brains and hand of man- 
kind have invented a power that 
can destroy all of us, unless those 


same brains and hands get to work 


at onee and fashion controls of the 
utmost intelligence. 

Even though the single bomb 
dropped in the Pacific missed its 
target, even though there may 
have been other technical faults in 
the test, we know that one out of | 
every ten of the animals aboard 
the ship died outright, and that the. 
scientists now report most of the 
rest failing rapidly with falling 
blood counts caused by the death- 
bringing after effects of exposure 
to radiation. 

Vice Admiral Blandy told report- | 
ers that all exposed personnel, had 
there been any, within a 1000 yard 
radius of the blast, would have | 
been killed and that many more 
would have been fatally injured 
from the shock or the rays.
